ISD  WINS  SPIKE  OUT!!!! 

Our  ISD  Volleyball  Team  traveled  to  the  Kansas  Deaf  School  for  the  Third  Annual  Spike 
Out  Tournament  last  weekend  and  brought  home  the  biggest  trophy  -  1st  Place!!!  Erica 
Hossler,  Cherish  Lewis,  and  Pia  Marie  Paulone  were  named  to  All-Star  Team. 

In  the  pool  play  on  Friday,  we  faced  Minnesota  and  disposed  the  Trojans  comfortably,  15 
-  7,  15-4  behind  Erica's  8  kills  and  Cherish's  8  aces  and  13  points.  Pia  Marie,  nurturing 
her  left  knee  MCL  sprain,  tweaked  her  right  knee  so  we  planned  to  sit  her  out  against 
California,  Riverside 

In  the  first  game,  ISD  was  behind  the  Cubs,  1  -  10  so  Pia  Marie  had  to  enter  the  game  and 
helped  rally  our  girls  to  a  narrow  win,  16  -  14.  The  2nd  game  was  no  contest  as  we  blew 
them  away,  15-4.  Pia  tied  her  personal  and  the  ISD  record  with  18  assists,  and  Erica 
contributed  10  kills  and  9  points  with  92%  serving. 

We  played  Missouri  next  with  a  new  line-up  to  give  our  starters  some  rest.  A  freak 
collision  between  Lena  and  Brooke  resulted  in  a  severe  sprain  on  Brooke's  right  ankle. 
Candice  stepped  up  and  served  for  7  aces  and  14  points  for  94%.  This  was  another  win 
for  the  Lady  Deaf  Hoosiers:  15  -  3,  15  -10. 

In  the  final  match  of  pool  play  ISD  played  the  Maryland  Orioles.  We  looked  like  a 
M.A.S.H.  team,  both  of  Pia  Marie’s  knees,  Cherish’s  bulging  left  elbow,  Candice’s 
jammed  thumb,  Erica  dead  tired,  Lena  with  a  sleepy  head,  and  Brooke  admitted  to  the 
hospital’s  Emergency  Room.  We  did  not  execute  well  and  lost,  9  - 15,  9  - 15. 

Saturday  was  a  new  day  with  all  teams  in  the  playoff.  We  faced  Iowa  and  rolled  past  the 
Bobcats  easily,  15-4,  15-4  behind  Cherish's  6  aces. 

Our  next  foe  was  Kansas  with  their  6'1  middle  hitter  along  with  the  rowdy  Jack  rabbits 
fans  under  their  home  roof.  We  didn't  flinch  a  bit  and  went  with  our  strategy  attacking 
their  weaknesses.  We  were  in  control  all  the  way  and  executed  excellently.  Cherish  and 
Erica  leaped  for  12  kills  apiece  with  Pia  Marie's  13  assists,  10  points,  and  100%  serving. 
The  scores  were  15  -  11,  15  -  13. 

Our  final  destination  was  the  championship  rematch  with  MSSD,  whom  beat  us  last  year. 
We  definitely  showed  up  with  Enthusiasm,  Guts,  Optimist  and  Desire  to  topple  MSSD 
from  their  5  straight  National  Champions  reign.  Again,  we  followed  our  game  plan  and 
captured  the  first  game,  15-6.  Our  2nd  game  was  a  thrilling  battle  as  neither  of  us 
wanted  to  lose.  The  Eaglettes  prevailed  with  help  of  our  7  serving  errors.  The  3rd  game

Accountability  registers  that  compare  standards  addressed  and  those  remaining 
Rubric  designer  for  specifying  performance  requirements  and  point  values 
Individualized  assessment  records  that  account  for  progress  over  time 
Performance  graphs  and  charts  based  on  defined  areas  of  progress

White  House  Commission  on  Special  Ed  Created 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  President  Bush  on  Wednesday  announced  the  creation  of  a 
special  commission  to  study  special  education  issues.  The  19-member  White  House 
Commission  on  Excellence  in  Special  Education  will  be  chaired  by  former  Iowa  Gov. 
Terry  Branstad  and  will  include  state  superintendents  and  education  experts  from  around 
the  nation.  Congress  next  year  will  probably  debate  reauthorizing  the  Individuals  with 
Disabilities  Education  Act.  Lawmakers  this  month  are  considering  whether  to  adopt  a 
measure,  proposed  last  spring  by  Senate  Democrats  and  backed  by  several  Republicans, 
that  would  mandate  $8.8  billion  next  year  for  special  education.  The  House-approved 
budget  includes  about  $7.3  billion,  about  $1  billion  more  than  in  2001.  Under  the  terms 
of  the  Senate  bill,  the  federal  government  would  give  schools  just  over  $21  billion  for 
special  education  by  2007.  But  many  Republicans  say  the  huge  increases  proposed  by 
the  Senate  would  slow  reform  of  a  system  that  earlier  this  year  was  criticized  by  the  Civil 
Rights  Project  at  Harvard  University,  which  found  that  black  children  are  three  times  as 
likely  as  whites  to  be  placed  in  such  programs.  IDEA,  enacted  in  1975,  called  for 
Washington  to  provide  40  percent  of  funding  for  disabled  youngsters'  education.  This 
year  the  federal  government  provided  about  15  percent.  Separately  funded  programs 
provide  money  for  children  younger  than  5  years  old,  as  well  as  for  teacher  training. 
States  and  school  districts  share  a  much  larger  burden.  About  6  million  children  receive 
special  education  funding,  which  pays  for  school  instruction  and  help  for  everything  from 
dyslexia  to  paralysis  to  blindness.  The  money  also  pays  for  the  voluminous  paperwork 
required  to  keep  track  of  children's  progress.

SAFETY  BULLETIN 


HOW  TO  HANDLE  ANTHRAX  THREATS  IN  THE  OFFICE 

Indianapolis  experienced  a  rash  of  anthrax  letter  threats  in  1998-1999. 
Recent  events  have  again  raised  public  concern  about  the  risks  posed  by 
these  threats.  The  good  news  is  that  all  the  incidents  in  Indianapolis  have 
been  hoaxes.  The  bad  news  is  that  we  will  likely  have  more  incidents.  The 
public  safety  agencies  of  Indianapolis-Marion  County  have  plans  to  deal 
with  these  threats  quickly  and  efficiently.  The  following  guidelines  are 
offered  to  you  in  the  event  you  receive  an  anthrax  threat  letter. 

MAIL  SCREENING  CHECKLIST 

Staff  responsible  for  incoming  mail  should  maintain  an  awareness  of  the 
possibility  of  anthrax  threat  letters.  This  checklist  outlines  common 
features  of  anthrax  threat  letters. 

No  return  address 

Excessive  postage 

Hand  written  or  poorly  typed  addresses 
Misspelling  of  common  words 

Restrictive  markings  such  as  "Confidential",  "Personal",  etc. 


Excessive  weight  and/or  a  feel  of  a  powdery  substance 


IF  YOU  RECEIVE  A  LETTER  OR  NOTE  THREATENING  ANTHRAX 
CONTAMINATION 

RELAX  AND  REMAIN  CALM  -  Although  any  threatened  use  of  biological 
agent  must  be  treated  as  though  it  is  real,  experience  has  demonstrated 
that  these  are  likely  to  be  a  HOAX.  If  the  suspected  biological  agent  is 
reported  as  Anthrax,  be  assured  that  it  is  NOT  contagious,  and  that 
treatment  is  readily  available  if  administered  before  the  onset  of 
symptoms. 

WHAT  YOU  SHOULD  DO 

If  it  is  a  letter  that  you  have  opened,  set  it  down  gently  at  the  location 
where  you  first  read  it.  Then  move  to  an  area  that  will  minimize  your 
exposure  to  others.  Avoid  contact  with  others  when  possible,  and 
remain  in  the  area.  Public  Safety  and  Health  responders  will  come  to  you. 

If  it  is  a  note  that  you  happen  to  find,  LEAVE  IT  ALONE. 

Advise  a  coworker  in  the  immediate  area  what  has  happened  and  ask 
them  to  call  Campus  Police  at  920-6227  or  Campuspolice@Wyndtell.com 

If  possible,  have  the  buildings  ventilation  system  shut  down  and  turn  off 
any  fans  in  the  area. 

Do  not  allow  others  into  the  area.  If  anyone  enters,  they  should  stay 
until  instructed  to  leave  by  Public  Safety  or  Health  responders. 


Remain  calm.  Exposure  does  not  mean  that  you  will  become  sick. 

Public  Health  responders  will  provide  specific  information  and 

instructions  about  the  symptoms  and  effective  treatment  to  prevent 
illness. 

WHAT  YOU  SHOULD  NOT  DO 

Do  not  pass  the  letter  or  note  to  others  to  look  at. 

Do  not  disturb  any  contents  in  the  letter  or  note.  Handling  the  letter 
may  only  spread  the  and  substance  inside  and  increase  the  chances  of  it 
getting  into  the  air. 

Do  not  ignore  the  threat.  It  must  be  treated  as  real  until  properly 
evaluated.

WHAT  YOU  SHOULD  NOT  DO 


Do  not  ignore  the  threat.  It  must  be  treated  as  real  until  properly 
evaluated. 

Do  not  argue  with  or  antagonize  the  caller. 

Listen  carefully  to  the  caller  so  you  can  recall  the  details  later.  Listen  for 
background  noises. 

WHAT  YOU  CAN  EXPECT  FROM  A  RESPONSE  BY  PUBLIC  SAFETY  AND 
HEALTH 

Marion  County  Emergency  Management  and  Marion  County  Health 
Department  will  respond  with  the  jurisdictional  law  enforcement  and  fire 
service.  People  will  be  asked  to  cooperate  by  waiting  in  the  area  until  an 
appropriate  evaluation  of  the  incident  is  made.  You  will  be  given 
information  as  soon  as  it  is  available.  There  may  be  a  decontamination 
(washing/rinsing)  process  performed  on  the  persons  exposed  and/or  the 
area.  There  are  several  ways  to  accomplish  decontamination  and  the 
method  used  will  be  based  upon  the  conditions  present  at  the  scene.  The 
scene  will  be  photographed  and  the  letter  and  any  product  taken  into 
custody  as  evidence  and  to  determine  the  nature  of  any  product. 
Statements  will  be  taken  from  those  involved. 

Even  in  the  event  of  a  substance  being  real  anthrax,  infection  is  unlikely 
and  treatment  is  extremely  effective.  Stay  calm  and  proceed  slowly  with 


the  above  instructions.  For  more  information  please  contact  the 
Indianapolis-Marion  County  Emergency  Management  Agency  at  327-3900.

SAFETY  BULLETIN 


HOW  TO  HANDLE  ANTHRAX  THREATS  IN  THE  OFFICE 

Indianapolis  experienced  a  rash  of  anthrax  letter  threats  in  1998-1999. 
Recent  events  have  again  raised  public  concern  about  the  risks  posed  by 
these  threats.  The  good  news  is  that  all  the  incidents  in  Indianapolis  have 
been  hoaxes.  The  bad  news  is  that  we  will  likely  have  more  incidents.  The 
public  safety  agencies  of  Indianapolis-Marion  County  have  plans  to  deal 
with  these  threats  quickly  and  efficiently.  The  following  guidelines  are 
offered  to  you  in  the  event  you  receive  an  anthrax  threat  letter. 

MAIL  SCREENING  CHECKLIST 

Staff  responsible  for  incoming  mail  should  maintain  an  awareness  of  the 
possibility  of  anthrax  threat  letters.  This  checklist  outlines  common 
features  of  anthrax  threat  letters. 

No  return  address 

Excessive  postage 

Hand  written  or  poorly  typed  addresses 
Misspelling  of  common  words 

Restrictive  markings  such  as  "Confidential",  "Personal",  etc. 


Excessive  weight  and/or  a  feel  of  a  powdery  substance 


IF  YOU  RECEIVE  A  LETTER  OR  NOTE  THREATENING  ANTHRAX 
CONTAMINATION 

RELAX  AND  REMAIN  CALM  -  Although  any  threatened  use  of  biological 
agent  must  be  treated  as  though  it  is  real,  experience  has  demonstrated 
that  these  are  likely  to  be  a  HOAX.  If  the  suspected  biological  agent  is 
reported  as  Anthrax,  be  assured  that  it  is  NOT  contagious,  and  that 
treatment  is  readily  available  if  administered  before  the  onset  of 
symptoms. 

WHAT  YOU  SHOULD  DO 

If  it  is  a  letter  that  you  have  opened,  set  it  down  gently  at  the  location 
where  you  first  read  it.  Then  move  to  an  area  that  will  minimize  your 
exposure  to  others.  Avoid  contact  with  others  when  possible,  and 
remain  in  the  area.  Public  Safety  and  Health  responders  will  come  to  you. 

If  it  is  a  note  that  you  happen  to  find,  LEAVE  IT  ALONE. 

Advise  a  coworker  in  the  immediate  area  what  has  happened  and  ask 
them  to  call  Campus  Police  at  920-6227  or  Campuspolice@Wyndtell.com 

If  possible,  have  the  buildings  ventilation  system  shut  down  and  turn  off 
any  fans  in  the  area. 

Do  not  allow  others  into  the  area.  If  anyone  enters,  they  should  stay 
until  instructed  to  leave  by  Public  Safety  or  Health  responders. 


Remain  calm.  Exposure  does  not  mean  that  you  will  become  sick. 

Public  Health  responders  will  provide  specific  information  and 

instructions  about  the  symptoms  and  effective  treatment  to  prevent 
illness. 

WHAT  YOU  SHOULD  NOT  DO 

Do  not  pass  the  letter  or  note  to  others  to  look  at. 

Do  not  disturb  any  contents  in  the  letter  or  note.  Handling  the  letter 
may  only  spread  the  and  substance  inside  and  increase  the  chances  of  it 
getting  into  the  air. 

Do  not  ignore  the  threat.  It  must  be  treated  as  real  until  properly 
evaluated. 

IF  YOU  RECEIVE  A  THREAT  BY  TELEPHONE 

WHAT  YOU  SHOULD  DO

Campuspolice@Wyndtell.com 

2.  If  possible,  have  the  buildings  ventilation  system  shut  down. 

3.  Remain  calm,  similar  threats  have  all  proven  false  and  this  is  likely 
to  be  a  hoax  as  well. 


WHAT  YOU  SHOULD  NOT  DO 


Do  not  ignore  the  threat.  It  must  be  treated  as  real  until  properly 
evaluated. 

Do  not  argue  with  or  antagonize  the  caller. 

Listen  carefully  to  the  caller  so  you  can  recall  the  details  later.  Listen  for 
background  noises. 

WHAT  YOU  CAN  EXPECT  FROM  A  RESPONSE  BY  PUBLIC  SAFETY  AND 
HEALTH 

Marion  County  Emergency  Management  and  Marion  County  Health 
Department  will  respond  with  the  jurisdictional  law  enforcement  and  fire 
service.  People  will  be  asked  to  cooperate  by  waiting  in  the  area  until  an 
appropriate  evaluation  of  the  incident  is  made.  You  will  be  given 
information  as  soon  as  it  is  available.  There  may  be  a  decontamination 
(washing/rinsing)  process  performed  on  the  persons  exposed  and/or  the 
area.  There  are  several  ways  to  accomplish  decontamination  and  the 
method  used  will  be  based  upon  the  conditions  present  at  the  scene.  The 
scene  will  be  photographed  and  the  letter  and  any  product  taken  into 
custody  as  evidence  and  to  determine  the  nature  of  any  product. 
Statements  will  be  taken  from  those  involved. 

Even  in  the  event  of  a  substance  being  real  anthrax,  infection  is  unlikely 
and  treatment  is  extremely  effective.  Stay  calm  and  proceed  slowly  with 


the  above  instructions.  For  more  information  please  contact  the 
Indianapolis-Marion  County  Emergency  Management  Agency  at  327-3900.
